A letter from Bishop Leo T. Maher 
‘to be read at all Masses this weekend 
reminds us that Christ identified 
‘Himself with the poor, .and asks us to 
make that same identification and to 
respond with “unparalleled genero- 
sity” the following weekend in a 
special collection. 


“THE IMPORTANCE of this appeal 
cannot be stressed enough,” said 
Msgr. Joseph Topping, director of the 
St. Vincent de Paul Center and this 
year's diocesan appeal coordinator. 
“In past years the kindness and 
generosity of our Catholic commu- 
nity has enabled Catholic Relief 
Services to continue its work in many 
underdeveloped areas of the world.” 

CRS was founded in 1943 to help 
the victims of war-torn Europe, and 
since then has touched the lives of 
millions more. CRS aims its efforts at 


the underlying causes of poverty and’ 


hunger throughout the world, and its 
projects range from mother-child 
nutrition education programs to 
occupational training shops. 


CRS’s overseas work also includes 
a rapid—and compassionate — 
response to victims of natural 
disasters. Within days of the severe 
earthquakes in southern Italy last 
year, CRS had airlifted 93,000 pounds 
of relief supplies to the victims.

More grottoes opened. 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Visitors to 
the Vatican grottoes can now stand 
before the tombs of several more 
popes and view ancient.columns from 
the original fourth-century St. Peter's 
Basilica. 


The construction of a new 132-by- 


8-foot tunnel was completed recently 


after seven months of work and 
allows safe entry into new sections of 
the grottoes. 


The work was done primarily to 
provide support for the basilica floor. 
Archaeological explorations between 
1940-9 led to the discovery that the 
sections of the floor were not 
adequately supported by the under- 
ground structures. 


Among the new sites along the 
tunnel are the tombs of Popes 
Boniface VIII, Innocent VII, and 
Nicolas III; Roman, medieval, and 
Renaissance marble exhibits; and 
two bases of columns which support- 


ed the original basilica, built in the 


fourth century under the patronage of 
Emperor Constantine. 


Sister was an eyewitness 
to El Salvador violence

SAN DIEGO—She has spent time 
in El Salvador doing pastoral work 
and hopes to go back again. She has 
witnessed firsthand the murder and 
repression carried out by the ruling 
junta. And she has also witnessed the 


violence of those opposed to the 


government. 


She knew Ursuline Sister Dorothy 
Kazel and lay missioner Jean 
Donovan, two of the four American 
women murdered in El Salvador last 
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EYEWITNESS — Sister has been ~ 
in El Salvador and wants to go 
back again, even though there is 
risk. 

year—“We spent St. Patrick’s Day 
and Thanksgiving Day together’— 
and fears for her own safety when she 
goes back; she also fears for the 
safety of the other Sisters in her order 
who are. still there. A priest she 
worked with in a rural parish was just 
one of the many Roman Catholic 
clergy murdered in El Salvador. 


FOR THESE REASONS, Sister 
won't let her name be used when she 
talks about El Salvador. But she is an 
equal mixture of gentleness and 


compassion for the bleeding wounds 
of the tiny Central American country, 
and a like determination to be part of 
the healing role the Church is trying 
to play there. 


The day we spoke to her, Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig theorized in 
Washington that the four murdered 
U.S. women had tried to run a 
roadblock in El Salvador, which led to 


. their killing by troops or police. 


“That's nonsense,” said Sister. “We 
are stopped ail the time down there by 
the military. There is simply no point 
in resisting. Everyone knows that. 
They just check your papers and let 
you go.” 

EL SALVADOR is a poor land ruled 
by an oligarchy of 14 families, said 
Sister. The campesinos, or peasants, 
who make up the majority live for the 
most part in crude huts, with no water 
or electricity, and little hope for the 
future. But the Church is strong, and 
so is the Catholic faith, and Sister - 
finds the Saivadorans much further 
ahead in evangelization than are 
Catholics here in the United States. 


There has been a military govern- 
ment in El Salvador for the past. 40 
years, said Sister, and although the 
present junta claims to be steering a 
middle course between left and right, 
“it is definitely not of the people. And 
the terms /eft and right have to be 
defined differently than they are in 
the United States. Anyone can see the 
blatant evils in El Salvador, without 
being a Communist.” 

What in this country would be the 
equivalent of ordinary activity brings 
repression and death in El Salvador, 
she said. “! went to bury the dead in 
one village after the government 
troops had left. An old woman had 
been hacked to death by machetes, 
an old man killed simply for 
belonging to an organization of no 
importance.”

‘HELPING’ INFLATION — Spiritual malaise 
contributes to inflationary difficulties, according to 
a spot survey of economists, businessmen, and 
church leaders conducted by the Register, National 
Catholic newsweekly in Canada. 


AID CONDITIONS SOUGHT — Legislation 
imposing conditions on the United States and El 
Salvador before further military aid could be sent 
there has been introduced in Congress by Sen. 
Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.). “Negotiation, not 
military escalation, is the only hope for a peaceful 
solution of this tragic crisis,” said Kennedy. 


PRISONERS NOT SCAPEGOATS—At an 
ecumenical service im Liverpool’s Catholic 
cathedral, a Presbyterian minister from Northern 
Ireland warned against treating prisoners there as 
scapegoats. “The prisoners in Northern Ireland are 
as much the result as they are the cause of our 
troubles,” said the Rev. John Morrow, leader of the 
Corrymeela community, an ecumenical organiza- 
tion seeking to reconcile opposing groups in 
Northern Ireland. 


CAUTIONS ON CONTRIBUTIONS — President 
Reagan urged Americans not to contribute money 
to groups responsible for violence in Northern 
Ireland. The president said acts of terrorism and 
violence cannot solve Northern Ireland’s problems 
and that the United States will continue to condemn 
them. 


SAME ARMY HELPED—The United States is 
sending military aid to the same army in El Salvador 
that murdered four U.S. missionaries last 
December, according to Msgr. Ricardo Urioste, 
vicar general of the Archdiocese of San Salvador. 
The evidence of “at least to those of us in El Salvador 
who are familiar with the actions of the military” is 
overwhelming, he said. 


FAMILY CENTERS URGED—A report that 
proposes establishing family centers to integrate 
social, health, and educational services for children 
has been favorably received by the Ontario English 
Catholic Teachers’ Association. The core of the 
report’s 93 recommendations is that-education of 
children until age eight take place in family centers 
functioning under a newly-created Ministry of the 
Family and Young Child. 


_JEWISH FESTIVALS NOTED—An official of the — 


National Conference of Catholic Bishops has urged 
Christians'to commemorate two new festivals in the 
Jewish liturgical calendar: Yom HaShoah 
(Holocaust Memorial Day, May 1, 1980) and Yom 
HaAtzmauth (Israel Independence Day, May 9, 
1981). The dates of the two new festivals “are tied to 


that of Pesach (Passover) and in a real sense they.

Catholic schools, Catholic product 


- NC News Service 


Parents who have put time and 
money into Catholic education “want 
a Catholic product” in return, 
according to Father Robert J. Yeager, 
a National Catholic Educational 
Association (NCEA) director. 


In recent years Catholic schools 
had been concentrating on seeing to 
it that their programs were up to date; 
now the focus is shifting to seeing 
that the schools are “orthodox,” said 
Father Yeager. 


THE KEY TO financial aid for 
Catholic schools is tuition tax credits, 
according to Father Yeager. He has 
talked to educators across the 


‘country who are working with the 
U.S. Catholic Conference Campaign 
for Educational Assistance for a tax 
credit bill for non-public school 


students. 


“If tuition tax credits were just a 
passing fad, they wouldn’t have been 
interested for the last five years. 


“The question is just how to cut up 
the pie,” he continued. The NCEA will 
present a debate at its April 
convention in New York City on 
whether or not parents have a right to 
receive government financial support 
in order to choose which schools will 
educate their children. 


In general, Father Yeager said, 
“we’re much more interested in 
government-type things than we 
were 10 years ago.” Principals and 
parents getting involved in the local 
and state political scene on behalf of 
education would be beneficial, he 
added.

ALSO, “PEOPLE really want to 
know what the law is,” and Father 
Yeager’s department is studyi ng legal 
questions that affect non-public 
schools. 


“The big question is due process,” 
he said. “The Constitution pretty 
much applies to the public schools. 
For us, it’s the due process of contract 
law.-There’s the implication in 
contract law that the student has 
rights, the parents have rights, the 
teachers have rights under the 
contract.” 


At the Vatican last week, Pope John 
Paul II said Catholic teachers cannot 
“put their faith in parentheses, as if it 


were a useless or even alienated — 
element.” : 


IN AN ADDRESS to 400 partici- 
pants in the National Congress of the 
Italian Catholic Union, representing 
about 20,000 high school teachers in 
Italy, the pope defended the right of 
parents to choose schools for their 
children which reflect their own 
religious principles. 


He urged Catholic educators to have 
“the serene courage to manifest, 
show, teach, and demonstrate your 
convictions, especially in the 
religious field. 


“You are the ones, Catholic 
teachers, who in a particular way 
must nourish and prepare adequately 
in your disciples, with your teaching 
and your example, that fertile soil, 
that climate, that interior attitude in 
which faith can flower and develop in 
its fullness,” the pope said.

Priest says Gospel demands 
integration of faith, justice

SAN DIEGO—The best-kept 
secret of the 20th century is the devil, 
Says Jesuit Father Max Oliva. 
“However we understand him, he 
plays on our fears and insecurities, 
making us retreat from our commit- 
ments or not get involved at ail.” 


And those fears and insecurities, 
said Father Oliva, can leave us power- 
less and discouraged, not only in our 
own faith, but in integrating our faith 
with the demands for justice which 
the Gospel makes upon us. 


FATHER OLIVA has served as 
director of social ministries for the 
California province of the Society of 
Jesus and on the faculty of the Jesuit 
School of Theology at Berkeley. He 
was in San Diego recently to speak to 
a meeting sponsored by the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews 
and also to the Sisters’ Council. 


Father Oliva presently spends 
much of his time coordinating a 
program whereby Jesuit priests and 
Brothers live with the poor, and in 
giving seminars and directing 
retreats on the integration of faith and 
justice. 

Basic to the individual quest for 
justice is a reflection upon the values 
that Jesus lived in His own life, and 
how we may best live them in our 
own, said Father Oliva. “Underneath 
the whole quest for justice is the 
fundamental value of human dignity, 
which has as its starting point the 
incarnation, in which God took our 
humanity and raised us to a new 
dignity.” 

THIS BASIC PRINCIPLE of human 
dignity is at the core of the peace and 
justice issue and the teaching of the 
Church, said Father Oliva, who cited 


‘the ‘encyclicals Rerum Novarum of - 


Pope Leo Xill, Pacem in Terris of 
Pope John XxXIill, and Redemptor 
Hominis of Pope John Paul Il. 


Human dignity becomes the 
yardstick of measuring the injus- 
tice —or the justice —of a particular 
situation. “Where is this dignity 
enhanced and where is this dignity 
put down?” asked Father Oliva, who 
pointed to countries, social, political, 
and economic structures and laws 
and the way they impinge on issues 
like the arms race, hunger, unem- 


ployment, discrimination, and all- 


forms of repression. 


Taking this quest for justice 
seriously can get one killed, said 
Father Oliva, who cited slain 
Archbishop Oscar Romero of El 
Salvador as one example out of many. 
It was almost prophetic, said Father 
Oliva, that before his death, Arch- 
bishop Romero preacheda homily for 
a murdered priest, “a priest who made 
the peasants aware of their funda- 
mental dignity as human persons.” 


IF WE REFLECT upon the life of 
Jesus, noted Father Oliva, we see that 
He called us to love and to unity. “We 
must reflect Jesus’ love for us in our 
love for.each other. And we must ask 
ourselves where are the divisions, 
where are the bonds to be healed, 
strengthened, and reconciled.” 


Ultimately we must have the 
courage to challenge and admonish 
what is unjust, much in the same way 
Jesus admonished those who 
unjustly treated the poor and 
defenseless, he said. And if we are not 
willing to do this, we must look inside 
of ourselves and see the fears which 
hold us back. 


“We are called to be companions of 
Jesus and confront injustice with the 
authority and power of the resurrec- 
tion,” said Father Oliva. “We must 
read the signs of the times, the 
characteristics of the day, and see 
how they refer to the concrete issues 
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Father Max Oliva, SJ 


which confront us— economics, 
politics, social, cultural, and other 
factors.” 


CITING THE DOCUMENTS of the 
Second Vatican Council, Father Oliva 
reiterated that the Church “has the 
duty of scrutinizing them and 
interpreting these signs of the times 
in the light of the Gospel.” 


And finally, he said, this special 
sensitivity must be integrated into our 
faith. What is needed is a new vision, a 
re-examination of values and beliefs, 
he said, which may lead us to 
reorganize our own priorities in life 
and even in prayer. 


“Compassion is a gift from God, 
and either you have it or you don't,” 
said Father Oliva. “But we can growin 
its possibility within us. In-the 
conversion of our hearts we must first 
experience our own brokenness, and 
then find our solidarity with those 
who are broken all the time.” 

THIS IS ESSENTIALLY a move- 
ment from the intellect to the heart, 
said Father Oliva. “God has a way of 
calling us way beyond where we want 


- to go. We.see this in our fears, our 


anger, our feelings of guilt. But these 
are not dead ends; they are the ways 
by which God brings us to healing 
and liberation.” 


But even in the face of injustice, he 
concluded, we are called to a special 
sense of Christian joy. “It is important 
to be attuned to the signs of hope all 
around us. We must be open to them 
in our own faith and prayer, and in 
other people, in institutions and in the 
Church.” 


Fr. Nouwen to leave 
Yale Divinity School 


WASHINGTON (NC) —Father 
Henry Nouwen, 49, professor of 
pastoral theology at Yale University 
for the past 10 years, is leaving that 
post July 1 to take up residence at the 
Trappist Abbey of the Genesee in 
Piffard, N.Y. 


Contacted by phone in College- 
ville, Minn., Father Nouwen, Dutch- 
born author of The Wounded Healer 
and Out of Solitude, denied reports 
that he is going to live permanently in- 
a poor parish in Lima, Peru.

The search for truth 


“lam told this could be the trial of the century,” Neil 
Segraves announced as proceedings in his lawsuit against 
the California Board of Education were about to get 
underway. Segraves was, of course, looking for a fight, as 
were the array of science popularizers that the state had 
assembled in defense of its curriculum requirement that 
Darwin’s theory of evolution be taught in California 
schools. 

Superior Court Judge Irving Perluss was well aware that 
his Sacramento courtroom could turn into act two of the 
Scopes monkey trial, and he sought to defuse the situation 


by announcing, “We are taking a very long road to a very 


small house.” 


Judge Perluss wisely did not allow his ruling to be based 
on natural science versus biblical teaching. Such a 
polarizing of the issue would have invited a 
judicial, scientific, philosophical, and theological disaster. 


The argument over beginnings, as any argument over 
heritage, was sure to emit more heat than light. The Book 
of Genesis records two stories of creation, and scientists 
generally adhere to Darwin’s theory of the evolutionary 
origin of the variety of living species. 


While some members of the scientific community may 
look down thei noses at fundamentalists, and view any 
ecclesiastical involyement in “scientific” matters as 
inappropriate, they overlook the myths that popularizers 
of science create in disseminating theory. 


Popular writing or televising of science often passes 
theory off as fact. It is small wonder that by the time the 
evolution theory reaches the classroom, or the courtroom, 
no one really knows what is fact and what is fantasy. 


The fundamentalist-creationist has as much right to a 
hearing as does what passes for science in many of the 
nation’s bookstores, television studios, and classrooms. 


Facts, even when they appear before our very eyes, are 
not always convincing. When Galileo showed the moons 
of Jupiter to his fellow Paduans through his newly-built 
telescope, they did not believe their eyes. 


While scientists—and modern man, in general—look 
with rationalist disgust on the Paduans and the Church 
which condemned Galileo (a condemnation now being 
reconsidered by the Vatican at the request of Pope John 
Paul Il), they regularly overlook their own scientific 
blindness. 


When the vitally important issue of determining the point 
at which human life begins confronted the Supreme Court 
in 1973, the justices paid little attention, if any, to the 
findings of the sciences of medicine and embryology. Like 
Galileo’s neighbors, the Supreme Court, with great 
popular approval, refused to consider the evidence of 
science and common sense. 


Segraves’ lawsuit may not have added much to an 
understanding of how the world began, nor to a greater 
appreciation of the deeper messages of Genesis. The 
incident does, however, give us all cause to reflect on the 
ways in which our society conducts its search for truth. 


What this reflection reveals is that the scientists, the 
fundamentalists, the courts, and all of us might undertake 
that search for truth with a great deal more humility.

The pro-life movement is gaining 
strength, if ever so slowly, inthe State 
Legislature. 


This is the assessment of William R. 
Burke, legislative advocate and 
counsel for the California Catholic 
Conference. Robert H. Burke (no 
relation), legislative advocate for the 
California Pro-Life Council and the 
Right to Life League of Southern 
California, agrees. 


“| THINK WE are in better shape on 
the Assembly side,’’ commented 
William R. Burke. 


Robert H. burke, a former legislator 
himself, finds that the health of the 
pro-life supporters in the Senate and 
Assembly Health Committees has 
improved. 


Burke’s assessment is that six of 
the nine members of the Senate 
committee are “friends.” They are 
Senators Ken Maddy (R-Fresno), Bill 
Campbell (R-Hacienda Heights), 
Paul Carpenter (D-Cypress), John R. 
Garimendi (D-Walnut Grove), Alex P. 
Garcia (D-Los Angeles), and Dan 
O’Keefe (R-Cupertino). 

THE ASSEMBLY has the following 
“solid” votes according to Burke: 
William H. Ivers (R-Pasadena), Dave 
Elder (D-Long Beach), William 
Filante (R-San Rafael), Gerald 
Felando (R-Torrance), Patrick J. 
Nolan (R-Glendale), Curtis R. Tucker 
(D-Inglewood), and Bruce Young (D- 
Norwalk). 


The fact the new president pro 
tempore of the Senate (Sen. David A. 
Roberti of Los Angeles) is a pro-life 
supporter also is significant. Roberti 
was educated at Loyola High School 
and Loyola University in Los Angeles, 
where he was graduated cum /aude in 


1961. : se 
BURKE ALSO checked the 1980 


election results and ascertained a 
number of new legislators cam- 
paigned on the pro-life issue with 
good results. However, in many 
instances they replaced another pro- 
lifer who left the legislature by 
retirement or defeat. There was a net 
gain of one pro-life supporter in the 
Assembly and a standoff in the 
Senate, said the legislative advocate. 


One of the bills. the pro-life forces 
will be backing this year is SB 154, by 
Sen. John Schmitz, R-Newport 
Beach, which would require a 
pregnant teen-age girl to obtain 
parental consent or court approval 
for an abortion. 


A similar bill by Schmitz last year 
cleared the Senate but was defeated 
by the Assembly Committee on 
Criminal Justice. 


THIS YEAR the bill is slated for the 
Health Committee, where it will have 
a much better chance. 


A measure by Assemblyman Alister 
McAlister, D-San Jose, (Assembly 
Bill 267) already has reached the floor 
of the Assembly with pro-life support. 
This would ‘correct’ the law to 
overcome a Southern California 
appeals court ruling validating 
litigation in which a deformed person 
sued his parents for “wrongful birth.” 


The measure was amended to 
overcome objections of the California 
Trial Lawyers Association. 


ONE OF THE amendments would 
make it possible for a child to sue the 
parents, if they had been drug addicts 
or alcoholics and had been warned 
their children likely would be 
deformed. 


Other legistation is in the works 
that will be of interest to pro-lifers. 
One is a proposed constitutional 
amendment to be introduced by Sen. 
Roberti. This would make it clear that 
the legislature has the right to restrict 
funds for abortion by Medi-cal 
recipients. 


Purity, piety, wisdom intertwined 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Purity, piety, and wisdom are 
intertwined, Pope John Paul II said last Wednesday, at his 
weekly general audience. 


Continuing his series of talks on the biblical meaning of 
human sexuality, the pontiff said that in St. Paul’s theology 
“it is the Holy Spirit’s gift of piety that makes us particularly 
aware of the dignity of our bodies.” 


A footnote to the pope’s written text said that “piety” in 
its primitive sense means “respect forthe structures of life” 
and has a deeper and broader meaning than the devotional 
sense often attached to it. 


The pope told the group of more than 9,000 visitors that 
purity, “reinforced by the gift of piety” from the Holy Spirit, 
brings about “the fullness of dignity of interpersonal 
relationships.” 


Through this, he said, “God is glorified in the body.” 


The pope said that St. Paul’s teaching on purity also 
represents a continuation of the Old Testament teachings 
“where purity is presented as a condition for finding 
wisdom and pursuing it.” 


“Indeed,” he said, “purity is looked upon as a condition 
for wisdom, and wisdom a condition for purity. 


“The virtue of purity is at the service of wisdom, and 
wisdom predisposes us to accept the gift of purity that 
comes from God.” 


The papal talk was another chapter in Pope John Paul’s 
long effort, begun in September 1979, to presenta positive 
Christian theology of the body and human sexuality. 


This positive, personalist view of the meaning of the 
body, he has been arguing, is the basis of the Christian 
prohibitions against misuse of sexuality.

Belief in the courts 


The Superior Court was recently called upon toruleona 
possible violation of religious rights: The trial was widely 
publicized as a re-run of the 1925 Monkey Trial in which 
John Scopes was convicted and fined $100 for teaching 
evolution in his public school biology classroom. In the 
recent Scopes II case, the plaintiffs were the Segraves 
family, which charged that their free exercise of religion was 
thwarted by the way ascience teacher presented evolution 
as fact in their children’s public school classroom. 


The court has ruled that teaching evolutionary theory 
does not violate the religious rights of those who believe in 
divine creation. It upheld the State Board of Education's 
policy which forbids teaching evolution as irrefutable fact, 


ordering that the policy be distributed to local schools and - 


incorporated into the science curriculum. The judge 
explained, “I believe both sides have won. Hopefully, what 
we have achieved is understanding.” 


In the Segraves’ case the court ruled not on the facts of 
evolution or creation, but on the rights of individuals to 
believe in either or both of these views of the origins of man 
and the world. The judge’s decision was a compromise 
solution. 


The upcoming trial of a 19-year-old man charged with 
murder in Brookfield, Conn., could call for a different-sort 
of ruling. Attorneys for the defense might enter a plea of 
innocent by reason of demonic possession. If such a plea 
is accepted, the court will have to rule not just on an 
individual’s right to religious belief (i.e., in the devil), it will 
also have to rule on two factual questions: 


© Does the devil exist? 
@ Was the devil or the defendant responsible for the 
murder? 


On these questions compromise would appear 
impossible. Perhaps some compromise will be made in 
plea bargaining, however, because belief in our court 
system does not give it the right to rule on matters of faith.

CONDITIONS WERE EVEN WORSE in northeast- ©

A Catholic mission in the area feeds about 
4,000 people a day but has had to turn away another

His portrait, an oil painting by a well-known Italian 
artist, Dina Bellotti, joins those of other apostolic 
delegates in the United States, in a hallway of the 
college next to the chapel.

Opponents of prepared infant formulas contend 
‘that the products cause death or malnutrition 
because the mothers often dilute them, do not keep 
them under sanitary conditions, and cannot 
understand the directions on their use.

IN A RELATED DEVELOPMENT a national 
United Methodist Infant Formula Task Force has

TERNI, Italy (NC) —The stark daily surroundings 
of steelworkers and the splashy spectacle ofan 
outdoor parade greeted Pope John Paul II during an 


11-hour visit to Terni March 19, the feast of St.. 
Joseph. 


The pope spent the morning at the Terni Society 
steel mill, donned a white hardhat to visit the 
factory's foundry and forge, lunched at the workers’ 
cafeteria, and reminisced-about his life as a worker 
in Poland. 


“MY THOUGHTS GO TO ALL the workers of the 


world, especially to those who work in insecure 
' conditions or who are not adequately compensated, - 
in the common conviction that the solution to many 


of their problems depends on the understanding 
and solidarity of all men of all nations,” he said. 


Pope John Paul spent the afternoon meeting with 
the priests, nuns, and sick people of the dioceses of 
Terni, Narni, and Amelia. The visit ended with an 
outdoor Mass at a soccer stadium. 


The Mass, preceded by a parade of bands, sports 
groups, and medieval-costumed teen-agers from 
throughout Italy’s Umbria region, attracted about 
40,000 people. They heard the pope once again 
condemn abortion and divorce and praise St. 


‘Joseph as “the link between work and family.” 


ST. JOSEPH IS the patron of workers. 


“The unity of the family, its stability, is one of the 
true foundations of man.and society,” the pope said. 


“At the base of the unity of the family there is the. 


indissolubility of marriage.” 


~ The pope reiterated the Church’s stand against 
abortion, which is again a major issue in Italy as 
voters prepare to consider two abortion-related 
referendums later this spring. 


GOD TELLS PEOPLE TO WELCOME life “with 
the voice of His commandments, with the voice of 
the Church, but:..especially with the voice of 
conscience,” the pope said. 


But “man does not hear and woman does not hear 


the simple and clear voice of conscience,” he added. 


- Pope John Paul asked working men and heads of 
families to take a leading role in effortsto clarify and 
make known “this simple voice of conscience.”

The crowd also included more than 100 
representatives of the earthquake-stricken town of 
Castelnuovo di Conza in southern Italy, which has 
been “twinned” with Terni in an aid program set up 
by Italian Catholic charities. 

The papal visit to Terni, about 45 miles from 
Rome, began at 8:46 a.m. with his arrival by 
helicopter. 


AFTER TOURING SEVERAL sections of the steel 
factory, Pope John Paul met with the 150-member 


. workers’ council for an off-the-cuff dialogue which 


included memories of the pope’s working days ina 
Polish chemical factory during World War Il. 


Asked whether he ever felt the vocation. to 
become a union leader during those years, the pope 
said that instead, “I got the vocation to become a 
priest.” 


“But that of union leader is also a beautiful 
vocation,” he said. “Now in my own country they are 
talking about this a great deal because of the new 
union and my fellow citizen Lech Walesa.” 


THE COUNCIL MEMBERS interrupted the pope 
with applause at the mention of Walesa, head of the 
independent labor movement, Solidarity, in Poland. 


In Terni, Italy’s independent-minded Communist 
Party dominates the local unions. 


In an address to all the factory employees later in 
the morning, the pope said work must promote the 
dignity of human beings and that all people must be 
concerned with the needs of others. 


“WHEN WORK ALIENATES man without making 
him grow, it is a work against man, to which ie 
becomes a slave,” he said. 


“It is no longer acceptable that, while millions of 
creatures die of hunger, military arsenals are refilled 
with .terrible nuclear armaments, carriers of 
destruction and death, and that the egoism of athird 
of the world population deprives the other two- 
thirds of available resources, ” Pope John Paul 
added.

The cardinal, retired archbishop of 
Malines-Brussels, Belgium, was in 
England to give a series of talks. 

THE PROBLEM IS easy to solve 
because in practice the question of 
the validity of Anglican orders has 
been almost solved by the participa- 


tion over the years of validly ordained - 
. (Orthodox) bishops in Anglican 


ordinations, he said. 


But despite the finding of the 
Anglican-Roman Catholic §Interna- 
tional Commission (ARCIC) in the 
first of its three agreed statements 
that there is “substantial agreement” 


’ between the two churches on the 


Eucharist, the cardinal said there is 
still a problem. “The problem is with 
that part of the Anglican Church that 
is reformed,” he said. 


The ARCIC agreed statement is a 
theological document that still has to 
be studied and ratified. 


THE QUESTION is, “Do we speak 
exactly the same language about the 
mystery of the Lord?” said the 
cardinal. 


Cardinal Suenens commented on 
the lecture March 11 by Anglican 
Archbishop Robert Runcie of 
Canterbury, who raised ‘‘hard 
questions” about reunion with Rome, 
particularly the extent to which the 
Anglican Church would be subjected 
to the control exercised by the 
Roman Curia. ‘ 


Cardinal Suenens said that with the 
existence of the Eastern-Rite 
churches in communion with Rome 
the principle is already there that very 
different canonical traditions can be 
accepted. Admittedly in the past 
there has been a tendency to see the 
Church too. much as the Latin 
Church, it is recognized that diversity 
can exist without causing any 
problems, added the cardinal. 


HE SUGGESTED that the path to 
unity between Rome and Centerbury 
might lie by way of Constantinople.

“TODAY YOU CANNOT continue 
to be a Christian if you are only a 
sociological Christian out of tradition 
because your mother.and father were 
Christians,” he said. 


To be a Christian the renewal in 
depth provided by renewal in the 
spirit is needed, he added. 


On the ecumenical front the 
charismatic renewal was from the 
Start bringing Christians of all 
traditions together on common 
ground, he said.

Mother seeks 


abortion 


for her sick daughter 


WASHINGTON (NC) —Chief Just- 
ice Warren Burger refused to block an 
abortion for a young woman in a 
semicatatonic state. 

The 19-year-old woman's mother, 
her legal guardian, had decided the 
daughter should have the abortion. 


THE MOTHER of the unmarried 


McLean, Va., woman, who was 
appointed guardian when the 
daughter became ill, was said in court 
documents to be planning the 
abortion for her daughter. A court- 
appointed lawyer for the daughter 
sought Burger's intervention on the 
grounds that her rights would be 
violated by an abortion to which she 
did not consent. 


The lawyer, Steven Garver, went to 
Burger after being turned down by 
the Fairfax County Circuit Court and 
a Virginia State Supreme Court panel. 
The chief justice, without comment, 
also rejected the plea. 


The 19-year-old, called “Jane Doe” 
in court papers to protect her privacy, 
“has a personal right of control over 
her body,” Garver told Burger. The 
woman has been in a semicatatonic 


state since contracting an apparent 
brain ailment. Garver said she is 
conscious but cannot talk and may 
not be able to hear. 


“THERE ARE certain fundamental 
or basic rights which are so personal 
and peculiar to the individual” that 
even a legal guardian, like the 
woman’s mother, should not be able 
to assume, he said. 


Garver said the woman was about 
20 weeks pregnant and once the fetus 
reaches viability an abortion might 
not be feasible. He wasn’t arguing 
that an abortion be prohibited, he 
said, but that before one is allowed 
there should be “competent medical 
evidence that it is necessary for her 
medical or psychological welfare.” 


It is unclear whether the woman 
wants the baby or not. “I’ve talked to 
her but she hasn’t responded,” 
Garver said. “But | do know that up 
until a month ago, before she 
contracted this disease, she was fully 
competent and she didn’t choose 
then to have the abortion.”

more so, said Sister. “We try to help 
the people, but our efforts are 
‘detrimental to the government. A 
group of very conservative Catholics 
would like to see the Church as 
organizing lovely processions, but 
gets most uncomfortable when the 
Gospel is preached.” 
~The real problem confronting the 
Church in El Salvador, said Sister, is 
that it is being faithful to Christ. 
“Jesus says share, and that is 
immediately labeled ‘Communist.’ 
That has cost many priests and 
Sisters their lives, and what led to the 
murder of Archbishop Romero.” 


- The problem confronting the 
United States, said Sister, is that this 
country “always supports the losers. 
If this government would support the 
people of El Salvador, there would be 
no problem with Communism. 
Instead of public money going for 
military equipment, the people 
should be helped to come to their 
own self-determination.” 


BECAUSE OF U.S. AID to the 
present government, said Sister, 
“many people in El Salvador really 
feel that they are fighting the United 
States. Good Christian men have 
come to the conclusion that they 


must join to overthrow the govern- 
ment. They are ordinary people, and 
they don’t want to see any outside 
interference in their country.” 


Is the revolution against the 
present Salvadoran government 
Communist? Sister says no, and feels 
the United States is aggravating the 
situation. This view is shared by Msgr. 


Richard Urioste, vicar general of the 
Archdiocese of San Salvador, who 


said Communists and Marxists 
constitute only a small part of the 
opposition to the present govern- 
ment. 


Msgr. Urioste said the archdiocese 
has documented over 4,000 killings in 
the first 10 weeks of 1981, way ahead 
of the figure of 9,000 people killed 
there last year, and said U.S. aid is not 


- only backing “a corrupt and unpopu- 


lar government,” but is being used “to 
kill innocent people.” 


IF THERE IS ANY hope at all for El 
Salvador, said Sister, it is the Church, 
which is strong at the parish level and 


steadfast in its preaching of the. 
Gospel. “The poor really look to the. 


Church, and without intervention 
from the outside, the Church could 
prevent the left from taking over. 
The Church is strong in El Salvador. 
Archbishop Romero was proof of 
that.”

Vocations increasing in Latin America 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—The Latin 
American Church has been experi- 
encing a vocations boom over the 
past 10 years, said Vatican Radio. 


The major example of the boom is 
the archdiocesan seminary in 
Santiago, Chile, which had no 
students in 1970 and was nearly sold. 


THROUGH THE EFFORTS of 
Cardinal Raul Silva Henriquez of 
Santiago a new seminary was opened 
in 1976 with 80 students and the 
school now has. 121 diocesan 
seminarians. 


The Chilean cardinal also openeda 
new major seminary in 1979 for 
prospective members of the Mission- 
aries of the Divine Word and for 
students aspiring to other religious 
congregations. 


In Argentina 10 years ago the 
regional seminary at Cordoba had 


only 12 seminarians: About 150 
seminarians attend the school at 
present, while another 300 study for 
the priesthood at the archdiocesan 
seminary in Buenos Aires, the 
nation’s capital. 


VATICAN RADIO said the region's 
missionary awareness has grown in 
the past decade through numerous 
meetings, formation courses, and 
congresses, especially in Mexico and 
Colombia. 


The first Latin American mission- ~ 
ary congress took place in 1977 in 
Torreon, Mexico, and’ missionary 
themes played a part in the 1979 
meeting of Latin American bishops at 
Puebla, Mexico. 

Catholic dioceses in Brazil already 
have 108 nuns and 214 priests or 
Brothers working as missionaries in 
other countries. 


Parish should be No. 7 priority 


ROSEMONT, Ill. (NC)—The 
Ghurch’s number one priority should 
be the spiritual renewal of the parish, 
Bishop Albert H. Ottenweller of 
Steubenville, Ill., said. 


Father Richard McBrien called the 
parish “the Church in a particular 
place.” 


BISHOP OTTENWELLER and 
Father McBrien were among the speak- 
ers at the annual Great Lakes Pastoral 
Ministry Gathering in Rosemont, 
which was attended by about 1,200 
religious educators. 


Father McBrien, chairman of Notre 
Dame University’s theology depart- 
ment, was keynote speaker at the 
conference. “As we understand the 
Church, so we understand the parish, 
because the parish is a Church ina 
particular place,” he said. 


He cited Vatican Il documents 
which speak of the Church as “a 
gathering of people who confess 
Jesus as...Lord” who are summoned 
by “proclamation of the word of God 
and in response to the word.” 


HE SAID RESPONSE to the word 


was expressed through the sacra- . 


ments, “especially in baptism and the 
Eucharist,” and that people share “a 
corporate responsibility for the 
application of the Gospel” to the 
situation around them. 


The parish, he said, like the 
universal Church, “exists to proclaim 
that God’s kingdom found expression 
in Christ and that that kingdom will be 
brought to perfection in Him through 
the power of the Holy Spirit.” It tells 
people they must be liberated from 
sin and death, he said. 


The parish proclaims the promise 
of the Gospel, applies that to the 
human situation and works with the 
Gospel to “penetrate and transform” 


its surroundings, Father McBrien 
said. 


TO ACCOMPLISH this a wide 
range of ministries are needed, he 
said. “Our regard for the quality of 
ministry will be as high or low as our 
regard for the mission of the Church 
itself. To settle for less in ministry is to 
settle for less in mission.” 


Father McBrien said ministers must 
be able to communicate and have 
“the social and cultural awareness 
needed to deal with practical 
realities.” He said the prime role of 
pastors is not a ‘‘one-on-one 
counseling relationship” but “to 
coordinate and orchestrate all the 
gifts and charisms of a local Church 
so they work as one for the good of 
the whole.” 


Pastors and particularly bishops, 
he said, need “the specific leadership 
capacity to support and encourage as 
well as a sense of public presence. 


BISHOP OTTENWELLER, chair- 
man of the bishops’ Committee on the 
Laity, suggested that some other 
Church programs be put aside “so we 
can do what the Lord wants done 
today” and renew the parish. 


Many of the secondary programs 
are not operating very well, he said. 
They succeed ‘“‘on national and 
diocesan levels but when we get 
down to the parish —that’s when we , 
fail,” the bishop continued. 


“The reason we fail is because the 
basic structure of the parish is not 
built to do what we want it to do,” he 
stated. : 


THE BISHOP SAID the parish is “a 
process, not a program” that involves 
“conversion of clergy, laity, and 
Religious” while developing strong 
lay leadership. He predicted new 
emphasis on the individual and 
spiritual development.

The rites of spring

NEW YORK (NC) — One of therrites 
of spring that persists even in this 
secularized era is the annual Oscar 
worship festival, more formally 
known as the Academy Awards, that 
takes place in Los Angeles at the end 
of March each year. 


Let’s take the best picture category. 
Those nominated this year are Coal 


Miner's Daughter, The Elephant Man, - 


Ordinary People, Raging Bull, and 
Tess. 

| WASN’T overwhelmed with 
‘surprise to find missing from. the 
nominations the two films that the 
U.S. Catholic Conference judged to 
be the best of 1980, My Brilliant 
Career and Angi Vera. One, after all, 
was Hungarian, the other Australian, 
and the academy has not been known 
to' look with favor upon foreign 
“product.” 


Tess, technically a French film, is 
the exception that proves the rule. It 
was released by Paramountand there 
is a lot of American money riding on 
its fate at the box office. Besides, its 
director, Roman. Polanski, is practi- 
cally one of us by now. 


The five films nominated are all 
fairly good even if none is outstand- 
ing. Ordinary People, though our 
office had reservations about its lack 
of depth and its furnishing a ringside 
seat at extended therapy, was on our 
Best 10 list. 


SO WAS TESS, the best of the five, 
which we felt was a remarkably 
faithful adaptation of the Hardy novel, 


marred to some extent, however, by. 


the lack of range of Nastassia Kinski 
in the title role. 


Coal Miner's Daughter was a very | 


‘entertaining film, with fine perfor- 

mances fron Sissy Spacek and 
Tommy Lee Jones, but, starting as a 
warm and engaging human drama, it 
fell away to a mere concert film in its 
last third, we felt.

The Elephant Man was an engross- 
ing movie in many respects, but 
neither its writer nor director seemed 
to have a sure enough sense of what 
he wanted to accomplish in dealing 
with such fascinating material. 


RAGING BULL is the only one 
among the films nominated about 
which we had serious reservations. In 
my review | said that I felt that it was 
effective in its use of images, but its 
boxer hero, as well as all the other 
characters in it, was so devoid of 
humanity that the picture failed to 
engage the emotions. We can’t even 
react enough to feel dislike for them. 


My. choice would be Tess, but | 
think that the Oscar will go to 
Ordinary People. 


As for the best actor nominations — 
Robert De Niro, Robert Duvall, John 
Hurt, Jack Lemmon, and Peter 
O’Toole—my choice would, be 
Robert Duvall, who was outstanding 
as the gung-ho Marine flyer in The 
Great Santini. 


MY SECOND CHOICE, avery close 
second, would be Peter O’Toole, 
whose fine performance as an 
eccentric director made the contrived 
and pretentious Stunt Man endur- 
able. And | think that O’Toole has a 
good chance of winning. 


The role of Jake LaMotta offered 
little challenge to DeNiro in Raging 
Bull. True, it takes a fine actor to make 
grunts interesting, but even a great 
actor can’t make them. compelling. 


Jack Lemmon, who deserved to win 
last year for his anguished engineer 
in The China Syndrome, was very 
good in. Tribute, but the role of the 
dying bon vivant and charmer Scotty 
Templeton was sentimental and 
contrived. 


JOHN HURT, finally, was buried — 


under too much makeup in The
